Senator Anderson of Orange ad-

FOR PERJURY.

tender a report,": said Wolfe. "Put the 
Senators under oath, and if they tes- 
tify falsely prosecute them for per- 
jury. The majesty of the law can be 
vindicated .by guaranteeing these men

At a meeting of the Auditing and 


Finance Committee las night it was 
agreed to allow Engineers J. M. How- 
eils and A. M. Hunt one-half of the

For that reason Fitzgerald asked that 
the committee recommend that Tur- 
ner get $2,500 also. 


Assistant City Attorney O'Brien, t\ bo 
was present at the meeting, stated it 
was perfectly legal. 


Councilman Howard said that Mr. 


Turner felt a little delicate on the sub- 
Sect and that he had agreed to accept 
51,000 in view of the fact that he was 
in the- pay of the city already. It ws 
finally deciHed to let the mat^r stand 
as Tuiner wished it, he to get a fee of 
$1,000 and the other engineers a fee of 
$2,500 each. 


The resolution authorizing the salary 


of the bookkeeper in the Street De- 
partment to be raised from 
$100 a 


month to $125 was recommended by 
the committee, providing there was a 
sufficient amount of money ni tht 
Street Department to pay the ex<ra 
amount. 


NO NEW POLICEMEN. 


The application of tlie Board 
of 


Police and Fire Commissioners for ft.'e 
extra policemen was denied by ihe 
Auditing and Finance Committee, on 
the ground that there were no funds 
available.

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Party Platformsand Rate Regulation 


The New York Sun makes a characteristically adroit attempt to 


show that President Roosevelt has shifted himself from the Republi- 
can to the Democratic platform in his demand for legislation in behalf 
(if rate regulation on the railroads. The Sun is clever, but not con- 
rtccing. Its special pleading is worthy of examination, however, as a 
jpental exercise, for it is a triumph in the art of making a great deal 
»*at of nothing. 


"in this particular instance the Sun undertakes to prove its case by 


quoting from the respective platforms adopted by the Republican and 
Democratic National conventions in 1896, 1900 and 1904. In each of 
the Democratic platforms there is a plank calling for such legislation 
as the President is now urging upon Congress, while the Republican 
platforms are silent in this particular. This is negative evidence of a 
most inconclusive character, but the Sun, following its usual subtle 
sophistry, accepts it as incontrovertible proof that the President has 
stepped off the Republican platform to plant himself on the Demo- 
cratic platform. It says: 


"Thus Mr. Roosevelt complied with the Democratic 'demand' for 


an enlargement of the powers of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. Naturally the Democrats, like Moliere, take their own where 
ihey find it" 


Frequently one gram of fact will dispose of a mountain of 


sophistry. In 1896 and 1900 the question of railroad rate regulation 
was not an issue, consequently the declarations of one platform and 
the silence of the other are of no particular consequence. In 1896, the 
overshadowing issue was the money question. In 1900, the issue was 
territorial expansion. It cannot, therefore, be urged now that the is- 
sue was railway rate regulation, and that the Democrats, having the 
affirmative, lost 


However, the Republican National platform adopted at Chicago 


in 1904 clearly indicates the temper and sentiment of the Republican 
party on the subject of discrimination and capitalistic aggression. This 
plank shows where the party stands: 


"Laws enacted by the Republican party which the Democratic 


party failed to enforce, and which were intended for the protection of 
the public against unjust discrimination or the illegal encroachment 
of vast aggregations of capital, have been fearlessly enforced by a Re- 
publican President, and new laws insuring reasonable publicity as to 
the operations of great corporations and providing additional remedies 
for the discrimination in freight rates have been passed by a Repub- 
lican Congress." 


Furthermore, the issue was squarely the question of trust regu- 


lation, and the effort of each party was to show that its candidate was 
the most surely enlisted on the side of publicity and regulation. 
It 


was known that Mr. Roosevelt was committed to the policy of regula- 
tion, publicity and government control by unequivocal personal state- 
ment, and this fact largely contributed to the prodigious majority he 
received at the polls. 


No amount of special pleading will alter the record or disguise 


the position of the respective Presidential candidates in 1904. Both 
stood ostensibly for regulation, but Mr. Roosevelt stood for regulation 
by the National Government while Judge Parker stood for regulation 
by the States. 


Mr. Roosevelt's election was, therefore, a victory for regulation 


-greater inequality. Bluntly stated, the Kirk bill proposes to cinch 
half a dozen counties containing the larger and wealthier cities for the 
benefit of interior counties. The arguments advanced in support of 
the proposition are disingenuous' and misleading, and the real purpose 
of the proponents of the scheme is held in the background.

It, is not believable 
that the people of Alameda county want this proposition'any more 
than they want a portion of their share of the school fund cut off.

The Battle on the Hun. 


That the recent advance of the Russians against the Japanese left 


flank resting on the Hun river was disastrous is abundantly shown by 
the disturbance it has occasioned in Russian military circles.

withstanding the dispatches sent to St. Petersburg 
minimizing the 


Russian losses and representing the fighting to have been a case of 
honors easy, it is evident from the enforced retirement of General 
Grippenberg as second in command to Kuropatkin that the Russians 
were severely handled and lost heavily. The Russian repulse was so 
disastrous that it became necessary for either the commander-in-chief 
or Grippenberg to retire from the Manchurian army. The responsibil- 
ity was finally cast on Grippenberg and he is the man to 
suffer. 


"Whether this judgment is just is immaterial to the outside world, but 
the fact that it was necessary to punish some one high in command is 
conclusive proof that the advance on the Hun resulted in disaster. 
When Kuropatkin was defeated at Liao Yang the commander of his 
left wing was made the scapegoat and punished. Now Grippenberg 
has suffered degradation for the staggering repulse suffered on the 
Htm.

ONE TROUBLE AT THE PRISONS. 


The article in the OAKLAND TRIBUNE of Saturday evening 


on "Something of Prison Management" is one of the clearest expla- 
nations of the facts that we have read. THE TRIBUNE shows that, 
under the Constitution, the warden alone has unconditional power 
to employ and dismiss subordinates and thai, as he alone gives bonds 
and is responsible. This is right. 
The attempt of the Board Of 


Prison Directors to limit the authority of the warden is what has 
caused lack of harmony in prison management. The obvious remedy 
for the trouble in the conduct of the prisons, then, is to enforce the 
Constitution. The prison directors must be compelled to attend to 
their own duties and not interfere with the employment of subordin- 
ates. 
But who is going to make the directors do this? Not the 


warden, for, in practice, the warden cannot or will not stand up tot his 
rights. Not the directors, voluntarily, for they want all the political 
patronage they can secure. It is the governor, then, to whom we must 
look, y/e think Governor Pardee is a man upon whom the people 
can rely lo act.—Nevada City Miner-Transcript.

Alameda County and the Kirk Bill. 


City Superintendent of Schools McClymonds is in Sacramento 


working to secure the passage of the Kirk bill which aims to change 
the existing basis for the apportionment of the State school 
fund. 


Without inquiring why Mr. McClymonds should be exerting himsell 
in behalf of a measure inimical to the interests of Oakland and Ala- 
meda county, it is worth noting that in his interviews advocating the 
Kirk bill Mr. McClymonds does not touch upon the amount of money 
the proposed measure will take from the schools of this city. The 
broad fact that Alameda county and the city of Oakland will lose each 
year many thousands of dollars now received from the school fund 
in case the proposed measure becomes a law cannot be disputed. 


The money thus withheld from this county will have to be made 


up by an addition to the tax levy or the schools will Jiave to cut down 
their expenses. It will hardly be claimed that the present high stand- 
ard of efficiency which has heretofore distinguished the schools ofj 
Alameda county can be maintained if the amount of money devoted 
to their support is materially diminished. The expenses of the de- 
partment are steadily increasing, and there is now on foot a movement 
to increase salaries all along the line. 


We believe salaries should be increased rather than reduced and 


we are equally convinced that the standard of the schools should be 
raised instead of lowered. But at the same time, we hardly think the 
citizens of this county axe'disposed to sanction increased taxation. 


Therefore, the present law apportioning the school fund on the 


basis of the number of children of school age in each county should 
be left undisturbed. We cannot see why anyone having the good of, 
the Alameda county schools at heart can seek to deprive them of! 
money. 


If equity is to be pleaded as an excuse for changing the basis of 


apportionment, let each county be given back the money it pays into 
the school fund. It is no reform to substitute for one inequality a ctiB

of the Departed John 


Paul Jones. 


WASHINGTON, February 9.—Am- 


bassador Porter has some reason to 
believe that he has at last discovered 
the remains of John Paul Jones. About 
four years ago he secured a clue which 
indicated that the remains 
of John 


Paul Jones, who died in Paris, had 
been interred 'in a small urban ceme- 
tery, but a search for this cemetery 
disclosed the fact that it had been 
abandoned c'arly in the last 
century 


and that its site was covered 
with 


buildings, leaving little hope that any 
remains of corpses interred there could 
be found. These facts were represent- 
ed to the State Department at 
that 


time, and there the matter has rested 
until recently. 


Not long ago, however, Mr. Porter 


j came into possession of some 
addi- 


tional information 
which 
warranted 


at least the hope that the sailor's skel- 


I eton was not removed when the build- 
i Ings i\ ere erected, and that it 
now 


reposes beneath the foundations 
or 


within the cellar of some of the dilap- 
idated flats which stand on the ground 
once occupied by the cemetery. The 
information does not indicate under 
which particular building John Paul 
Jones' remains are entombed.

State of California, during the last elec- 
tion and that In each case the mach'ne 
had given ample satisfaction. In not one 
case was there a complaint but jn the 
other hand the result of the election was 
known within twenty minutes of the time 
of the closing the polls 


Councilman Howard was very much im- 
pressed with the apparent economy and 
suggested , that the city accept the offer 
of Jordan providing the City Attorney 
approved the contract.

CAPITOL, SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—At 


a meeting of the County Government 
Committee of the Legislature last night, 
Harry Puleifer of Oakland, who has been 
appointed a special secretary of the cnm- 
mittees, was given his first- instructions 
relative to drawing a special bill for 
Alameda county, embracing the 
various 
Items that have been asked for by the 
offlce^>of the county or of amending the 
Statepaw to bring about 
the desired 
changes. 


Puleifer will prove a valuable assist- 
ant to the committee as he was assigned 
the task four years ago of amending (.he 
entire county govei nment 
act 
of 
the 
State. 


"The question that confronts the com- 
mittee," said Puleifer, "is 
whether it 


will be more expedient to draw separate 
bills for Alameda and other counties de- 
siring to add new teatures to their offices 
or to amend the entire State county gov- 
ernment law. Four years ago the State 
law was amended but that was on ac- 
count of reclassiflcatlon of counties made 
necessary by increases 
in population. 
But as no official census has been made 
since that time the question will ptobabiy 
not arise thi& session. 


"Two years ago a few minor amend- 
ments were made to the general county 
law, 
but this session such numerous 
changes are sought for by Alameda that 
it seems advisable to create a new law 
relating solely to Alameda county." 


Senator Leavitt is of the opinion that 
the Alameda county delegation in both 
Houses will stand solidly as the various 
items sought for by their county officers 
and that in that event there would be 
little trouble in securing the passage of 
a separate bill for that purpose.

He landed on poor 
old Sullivan often enough in that bout 
to stop ten men if his blows had the 
steam in them, but his punches had 
no effect on John. The old chap was 
simply exhausted, and fell do~wn be- 
cause he wasn't In condition to go any 
further. Had Corbett been a hitter he 
could have put Sullivan out in half 
the time. 
"Corbett insulted me that night at 


New Orleans, and I vowed that I'd lick 
him for it, and I did. Yes, sir, I licked 
him good and plenty, and he'll never 
forget it 
That's why I know he can 


never be dragged into the ring with me 
again. 
"When a fellow once gets put out 


good and hard, especially by a body 
blow, he always remembers it, and in 
case he meets the same man 
who 
knocked him out in another fight, he 
is liable to be a bit nervous. As a 
result a fellow can't fight so well, nor 
hit so hard, and the first thing yon 
know he's licked again. If Jim Corbett 
and I ever should meet in the ring 
again, I would beat him inside of ten 
rounds. 


A PRIVATE FIGHT. 


"Of this I am positive, and IT! tell 


you why. You know Corbett and I 
made up some years ago, and were 
for a time on friendly terms. We used 
to meet frequently on Broadway, and 
one day Bob Edgren and I happened 
along and met Corbett near Martin's 
place. Edgren wanted a story for his 
paper, and I told him I would go over 
to Wood's gymnasium and put on the 
gloves with Corbett just to make a 
story. 
"We put It up to Jim, and he con- 
sented. We went on for three rounds, 
and, of course, they were to be of the 
friendly order.

his best to put it onto me. I kidded

COMPLETE CONFESSION.

Tells How the Bribe Money Was Passed 


to the Senators At Sad-amento— 


Statesmen Decline to Testify. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.— Reporter 


Joseph S. Jordan has told the whole 
story. 
He made a complete confes- 


sion last night Implicating the four 


• accused Senators. 


The Senators refused to take the 


witness stand and they are now in a 
peculiar position. 


The principal proceedings are as 


follows: 


Simpson—Mr. 
Chairman, 
I move 


that we decline to proceed further at 
this time .report the situation to the 
Senate and ask for instructions. 


Belshaw—Mr. Cator, do any o£ the 


accused Senators desire to make a 
voluntary statement? 


Cator—They do not. 
Belshaw—Then, we shall report the 


matter to the Senate. 


Cator-^-Of 
course, 
the committee 


will understand that we enter a formal 
objection to this interruption. 


Gavin McNab arose and, advancing 


.'to the bar of the Senate, extended his 
hands in front of him and addressed 
the committee in modulated tones. It 
•was his hour of victory, but he was as 
solemn as if he had risen in his place 
to "regret to announce the death of," 
'etc."If the Chair please,1' said he, "we 
are not here as prosecutors of 
these 


!Senators. We alleged certain matters 
.in affidavits which we filed before the 
'.Senate, 
and which we declared we 


'stood ready to prove. That we have 
[endeavored to do. I understand from 
•the District Attorney that Joseph Jor- 
'dan is present and desires to make a 
'statement, or rather give his testi- 
mony. I wish the committee to under- 
stand that he is not our witness and 
that we shall- not be bound by any- 
thing he may say unless we so elect." 


District Attorney Seymour's voice 


trembled with emotion as he address- 
ee the committee briefly. 


"Mr.. Jordan," said he, "advised me 


this afternoon that he desired to go on 
the stand and -give a. full and truthful 
account of this transaction, and for 


, that every man, woman and child in 


this State ought to take him by the 
hand and say, "God Bless you!" 


During the brief talk of McNab and 


Seymour "Wright turned as pale as a 
corpse, his eyes red and glowing like 
coals. 
Frequently he would moisten 


his lips with his tongue, and pass his 
hand across his brow to wipe away a 
clammy sweat. 
Bunkers, who sat be- 


side him, turned red and pale alter- 
nately, and, while he looked scared, 
finally set his jaws In dogged determ- 
ination. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S TALK. 
-Attorney Jones arose and said: 
"I 


ap'pear here as attorney for Mr. Jor- 
dan. He has been regularly subpoe- 
naed and is here under the compul- 
sory order of this committee. He has 
been instructed by both Mr. Jordan 
and myself that uncfer the law he is 
compelled to testify." 


District 
Attorney 
Seymour 
then 


made a dramatic statement, 'in view 
of the objection that I have made to 
this committee against the four ac- 
cused Senators testifying here under 
oath it w"ould appear that some word 
of explanation is due from me at this 
juncture. 
I will state as the District 


Attorney of this county I had intend- 
ed to object to Jordan being sworn 
for the same reason =~s I have raised 
in the case of the Senators, but today 
Mr. Jordan and I had a consultation 
and~t'honestly believe he frankly and 
fully told me everything1 he knows in 
reference to this matter. 
.If, he takes 


the stand and testifies falsely a charge 
of perjury is staring him in the face. 
But of, frankly, truthfully, and with- 
out equivocation he tells the 
whole 


story, he will be absolved from any 
criminal prosecution, and if h^ keeps 
his pledge to me and tells the whole 
truth I think every man should take 
him by the hand and help him to.'live 
down the past." 


ENDS A DRAMATIC SPEECH. 
Attorney Alexander was on his feet 


as Seymour, waving his hands dram- 
atically, was concluding1 his statement. 
But Alexander's objection did not pre- 
vent Seymour from completing his lit- 
tle speech. 


"There, I have said it," shouted Sey- 
mour, as he took his seat. It was the 
most dramatic moment of the investi- 
gation. 
Jordan then stepped to the 


witness stand and was sworn. Bel- 
shaw said that the questioning of the 
witness would be conducted by-Simp- 
son, whose first question was:

"Where do you reside?" 
"In San Francisco." 
"Tour business?" 
"Journalist." 
"You are now residing in Sacra- 
Ihento?" 


"Yes, sir." 
"At what address?"
